Common Operating Picture depiction 


Scenario: Any emergency or disaster 


Goals: 1) Rapidly gain geographical situational 
awareness 


2) Establish and Maintain a geographical Common 
Operating Picture across multiple agencies 


Problems with Existing Solutions: 
Cost Prohibitive 
Complexity 
Limited Capability 
Systems Incompatibility 


Common Operating Picture depiction 


The Depiction Solution: 


= Simplifies data gathering and integration 

» Leverages ubiquitous email protocols to 
exchange information in real time 

= Not system nor training intensive 

Affordable by all 


_Common Operating Picture epiction 
The Depiction Details: 


= Automatically accesses Quickstart data sources for any 
U.S. or Canada location 


= Lets you easily integrate other public and proprietary 
data to build your operating picture 

= Automatically integrates email “Live reports”; updating 
your tactical display 

» Lets you update Depiction users and others with 
current information using emails sent directly from 
Depiction 

= Allows participation in multiple email “nets” 
simultaneously 

= Maintains unique identifier for each “mapped” element 
being reported on. 


» Lets you “keep the picture” even when the internet is 
OOC 
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Symbol Legend: 


Extent of Road Closure = solid red line 
Road closed or reported blocked with water 
Water over roadway but still open 

Flooded houses reported
